door of th e house th ere has been con­ 
siderable ta lk about foreign aff ail s. 
De Gama today issued a proclam ation 
defying

W a sh in g t o n, Feb. 2.—The house of 
representatives passed the Wilson bill 
a little before 6 o’clock last evening by 
a vote of 204 to I IO. 
Before th a t action 
it incorporated the income tax in the 
m easure by a vote of 182 to 50, this 
la tte r voting being done by dem ocrats 
and populists w ith half a dozen repub- 
cans. 
The usual m otions to reconsider 
and to lay on the table were made by 
Mr. W ilson and w ere carried. 
Bourke 
Cockran voted for th e bilL 


T h at surplus can be spent in choice 
foods, in house furnishings, in fine 
cloths and all the com forts of life—in 
a word, in the products of our m anu­ 
facturers. 
T h at m akes our population 
as consum ers of products, as compared 
w ith the English population, 200,000,- 
000. 
Their population is 37,000,000 as 
consum ers of products w hich one cen­ 
tury ago w ere pure luxuries, w hile our 
population is equivalent to 200,000,000.

M ulhall, on page 
305 of his ‘D ictionary of S tatistics,’ 
says the to tal yearly product of the 
m anufactures of the w orld are 4,474,- 
000,000 pounds, of which the U nited 
States produces 1,443,000,000 pounds* We 
produced one-third and the rest of the 
world, England included, tw o-thirds. 
The population of the w orld is 1,500,- 
000,000, of which we have 70,000,000, 
which leaves 1,430,000 for the rest of 
m ankind. 
We use all our m anufac­ 
tures, or the equivalent 
of 
them. 
Hence we are equal to one-half the 
whole globe outside of ourselves Eng­ 
land included, and com pared as a m ar­ 
k et w ith the rest of the w orld our pop­ 
ulation is equal to 715,000,000.” 
£ M r. Reed contended th a t it would be 
impossible to m aintain the present 
rate of wages if the Wilson bill became 
a law. 
If the difference betw een cost 
of production here and cost of produc­ 
tion in England be not equalized by 
the duty, then our cost of production 
m ust go down or we m ust go out.

W hen the applause sub­ 
sided Chairm an Richardson made his 
report, and the speaker, stating th a t 
three hours would be allowed for 
debate, recognized

from M aine,” and Mr. Reed took his 
stand in the aisle by his desk. 
Again 
applause b u rst forth. 
It grew” in vol­ 
um e w ith every second. 
Mr. Reed 
stood impassive for half a minute. 
T hen he raised his hand to still the 
noise w hich th e speaker had perm itted 
to go unchecked. 
W hen quiet had 
been restored Mr. Reed began his 
speech.

Mr.’ Keed's speech was, as usual, un 
to the m ark, and w as rem arkable for 
its length, covering a t least 10,000 
w ords and requiring an hour and a 
half for its delivery. 
He declared the 
universal sentim ent of the country was 
in favor of protection, w hich had 
m ade this country the grandest and 
m ost 
flourishing 
nation on earth.

of political econom y,” and said: 
“ I confess to you th a t this question 
of wages is to me the vital question. 
To insure our grow th in civilization and 
w ealth we m ust not only have wages 
as high as they are now, b u t constantly 
and steadily increasing. 
T his desire 
of 
m ine for 
constantly 
increasing 
w ages does n o t have its origin in love 
for th e individual, b u t in love of 
the w hole nation. 
The fate of each of 
our descendants is so w rapped up in 
the fate of all others th a t w hatever 
contributes to th eir progress gives us 
all a nobler future and a higher hope. 
In my judgm ent upon th e w ages and 
the consequent distribution of w ealth 
is based all our hopes of the future and 
all th e possible increase of our civili­ 
zation. 
The progress of this nation 
is dependent upon the progress of alL '- 
He was in favor of keeping the 
American m arket for our trade, which 
he declared w as the best m arket in the 
world, and w ent on: 
We are nom i­ 
nally 70,000,000 people. 
B ut as a m ar 
ket for m anufactures and choice foods 
we are potentially 200,000,000, as com­ 
pared w ith the next best nation on the 
globe.

The first thing a foreigner does when a 
tariff is laid is to see if he can get into 
our m arket w ithout paying anything. 
lf so, then he w ill not reduce his 
prices, 
lf he can not, he looks over 
his m argin of profit and sees if he can, 
by abating some p art of these profits, 
get his goods in. 
So far as he does 
abate them he pays the tax. 
So far as 
he does not the rest of the tax is paid 
by the consum er.-’ 
Diversified industries educate 
the 
people and give them a broader educa­ 
tion than books can give, andcso helps 
them on the road to greater civilization. 
We have already seen th a t greater 
civilization leads to higher wages, to 
g reater production. 
In a country of 
high wages there are g reater induce­ 
m ents for inventors, for they can save 
more by their inventions, which are, 
therefore, more readily adopted. 
All these things, Mr. Reed 
con­ 
tinued, w ith the diversification of in­ 
dustries, stim ulated invention 
But 
invention w ithout increased consump­ 
tion behind it was n o t w orth a pinch 
of salt. 
Hence, large consum ption is 
a t the basis of saving rn m anufacture, 
and hence high wages 
contribute 
th eir share to progress* W here w ages 
are low invention is rare. 
It does not 
pay. 
He declared the farm ers were better 
off under the policy of protection than 
it was possible to be otherwise, and 
closed w ith the peroration: 
“ We know, my friends, th a t before 
this tribunal we all of us plead in 
vain. 
Why we fail let those answ er 
who read the touching words of A bra­ 
ham 
Lincoln's first inaugural and 
rem em ber th a t he pleaded in vain 
w ith these same men

W here he failed we can 
not expect to succeed. B ut though we

W hen the cheering had sub­ 
sided the presiding officer (Mr. H atch 
of Missouri) recognized the speaker, 
Mr. Crisp. 
The appearance of Mr. 
Crisp was th e signal for an outburst of 
cheering. 
lie began by com plim ent­ 
ing Mr. Reed upon his speech. 
Of the 
policy of protection his m ain argum ent 
was: 
“ I insist th a t you do not in­ 
crease the taxable w ealth of the United 
States when you tax a gentlem an in 
Illinois and 
give the 
proceeds of 
th a t tax to a gentlem an in Maine. 
You have prevented the n atu ral and 
equal distribution of w ealth; b u t you 
have created no w ealth by such a sys­ 
tem as that. 
You claim for protection 
the benefits of the sunshine; the show­ 
ers th a t fall; the fertile fields th a t sur­ 
round us; the intelligence, the enter­ 
prise, the energy of the people—all 
these you gravely charge up to the 
credit of protection. 
B ut w hen you 
witness 
the 
impoverished 
farm ers 
throughout the country—w hen you 
witness strikes, and tram ps, and a 
suspension of protected industries— 
these troubles, you say, are all due to 
the threatened reduction of the tariff. 
You take credit th a t you are not en­ 
titled to, and you seek to avoid re­ 
sponsibility for th a t for w hich you are 
clearly and undeniably responsible.” 
In the course of his speech 
de­ 
nouncing the protection idea he made 
this com parison: 
“The Chinese come 
here from a country w here the doc­ 
trin e and the practicesTof protection 
have existed for thousands aud thou­ 
sands of years.

Cockran then called for the yeas and 
nays on the entire am endm ent and it 
was carried amid applause—yeas, 182; 
nays, 50.

MANY POTTERS ARE OUT OF WORK- 


The Ceram ic Industry Paralyzed by tb s 
Strike at Trenton. N. .1. 
T r en to n, N. J., Feb. 2.- The pot* 
ters’ strike, which is paralyzing the 
leading industrial 
interest in New 
Jersey’s capital city, is the g reatest 
and most aggressively waged labor 
movement ever witnessed in the state. 
The 8,000 employes of about fifty 
prom inent 
m anufacturing establish­ 
m ents are striking against a IO p er 
cent reduction in wages, which tho 
m anufacturers claim m ust be exacted 
a t ' present if the potteries are to 
rem ain 
open 
during 
the 
balance 
of the w inter. 
As both elem ents, the 
potters and the pottery owners, evince 
the most stubborn disposition to main-* 
tain the 
position 
assumed 
in 
th e 
trouble, there is little prospect of an 
early or am icable adjustm ent of the 
difficulty. 
Between 15,000 and 18,000 
people are dependent for support upon 
the potteries, aud the strike is placing 
these men, women and children in very 
necessitous circumstances.

gress of this strike will be w atched 
w ith deep interest by potters elsew here 
in the United States, and w hatever th e 
result of the aggressive contest is it in 
likely to be acted upon by other em ­

Grand M aster W orkman Sovereign Makes 
a Stirring Address. 
Chicago,

Clerk McIntyre Refused to Make Any 
Payment Until Grange Hall W as 
Removed and Attorneys^ Served No­ 
tice that Everybody Must Keep Off 
the Property. 
Litigation is likely regarding the 
arew poor farm. 
County Clerk McIntyre is acting un­ 
der instructions of the county board 
und claims that he cannot issue orders 
Jot the payment of the farm until 
Grange hall is removed and a clear 
title given for the entire farm. 
The Barkers entered into contract 
yrith the county to give on February 
I, 1794, a clear title to the property, 
reserving the right for Janesville 
Grange to remove the Grange hall. 
AttorneyX. E. Pierce claims that the 
Barkers have complied with the con­ 
tract in presenting the county clerk a 
warranty deed of the property. 
“ It is foolish,” said Mr. Pierce “to 
hold over such a thing. 
The Barkers 
are responsible and they have tendered 
the county a warranty deed of the 
property. 
The fact that Grange hall 
has not been removed does not affect 
anything. 
Why, there are three or 
four highways cutting through the 
property, and a railway runs over one 
cornet. 
The 
county purchased the 
land knowing of these facts, but they 
m ight with the same reason demand 
that the Barkers discontinue the high' 
way by closing them and also remove 
the railway. 
The county may get 
sick o» this parley, because they will 
have over two hundred dollars a month 
interest to pay on the farm if they 
hold it.”

“ It is understood that you have 
warned the county officials not to 
trespass on the farm. 
Is this true?'

The Inferior W ealth o f an A ll-A round 
Bio: Shark. 
It is about a big fish that I write, 
but it is a true story. I saw the fish. 
took his dimensions 
by actual 
measurement, and I saw his liver. 
In the annals of Cape Cod, pub­ 
lished by the Rev. Mr. Freeman in 
1863, he mentions that in 1803 Pro­ 
vince, own had a regulation relating 
to the carcasses of whales, sharks, 
horse mackerel, etc.., which required 
that they be towed below low water 
mark, 
which would indicate that 
these marine animals were so com­ 
mon as to be in some degree offensive 
in warm weather. 
Many of them- were captured for 
their oil. 
Right 
whales yielded 
twenty, forty, eighty and sometimes 
IOO barrels; grampus, one, 
two or 
three; blackfish, one barrel; sharks, 
from one gallon to seven or eight 
barrels: porpoise, two gallons, and a 
boatload of dogfish yielded about one 
barrel of oil. 
Now my big fish was called a 
shark, though he was not of the 
man-eating or shovel-nosed variety, 
says the Belfast Age. 
Mr. N. E At­ 
wood, a distinguished and practical 
icthyologist of Provincetown, 
p r o ­ 
nounced the fish a liver shark, o r 
sea elephant, and considered it rare. 
The fish was almost entirely white 
and as handsome in form as a mack­ 
erel.

the monster and see him cut up for 
the purpose of extracting his liver. 
By the way, all the oil of a shark is 
in his liver, while that of a whale, of 
course, is in his flesh or blubber. 
I 
took a rule and measured this shark, 
and found his length to be just thir­ 
ty-one feet, the breadth of his tail 
was seven feet and his circumference 
in the thickest part sixteen feet. 
I have stated that the liver of this 
shark weighed two tons, and this is 
how it was determined: 
Tho 
liver 
was cut in pieces and pitched into a 
dory ; the dory carried a ton and a 
half in weight besides tho rower, as 
has been Droved, bringing her down 
to her upper streak; the dory was 
twice loaded deep with this liver, and 
so the fisherman thought the weight 
was nearly three tons, but to be 
within bounds I concluded to call it 
two tons, and 6 0 it is recorded in 
this veracious chronicle. 
After the 
oil had been tried out I found that it 
made seven barrels full, and was 
worth at that time $3)0.

W hy H air Turns Gray. 
Hundreds of queer theories have 
been advanced to account for the 
phenomenon of hair turning gray in 
the genus homo, 
the latest being 
this: 
Each hair i9 a hollow tube 
filled with granules of pigment and 
air bubbles.

True, a microscopic exam­ 
ination of such hairs show that the 
granules of pigment have either been 
abolished or forced out by the air 
bubbles, but exactly how or why is 
a mystery. 


The Presbyterian Church in Paris. 
The Presbyterian church in Paris 
has emerged victorious from a pro­ 
tracted legal conflict with the city 
authorities. 
The French law gives 
Christian sects a grant from the state 
in proportion to their numbers, and, 
in view of the high cost of living at 
the capital, an extra sum is allowed 
to ministers of religion residing in 
Paris for their lodging expenses. The 
prefect of the Seine refused to honor 
the draft of the Presbyterian consist­ 
ency on the ground that their balance 
sheet did not prove its necessity. 
The church contended that such a 
condition was never contemplated by 
the law, and after exhausting every 
legal process the city has been com­ 
pelled to pay the sum of 173,000 
francs a year, together with arrears.

tainments rises from the admiring to 
the marveling. 
Born in the pretty town of Phoenix­ 
ville, Pa., not far from historic an i 
lovely Valley Forge, on April 19, 18u3, 
Mr. MacVeagh began to live and work 
as soon as he could get at it. 
He was 
graduated from Yale at 20, admitted to 
the bar at 23, and three years later was 
district attorney of his native county 
of Chester. 
When war came, Mr. Mac­ 
Veagh, like the late Samuel J. Randall, 
saw a brief tour of duty as an “emer­ 
gency man,” serving in 1862 as captuio 
of a cavalry company raised to repel 
invasion. 
In the following year he 
was chairman of the republican state 
central committee. 
He afterward ap­ 
plied himself closely to the practice of 
his profession, and set himself, before 
accepting his next public office—that 
of minister to Turkey in 1870-71—well 
along toward his present position in 
the law, which is that of one of the 
leading counsel of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad company, and an important 
member of the firm of New York and 
Philadelphia lawyers which President 
Cleveland entered after his first term 
of office. 
I'pon his return from Tur­ 
key Mr. McVeagh sat in the very im­ 
portant stete constitutional conven­ 
tion of 1872-3, which established bien­ 
nial sessions of the legislature, did 
away with .special legislation, and pro­ 
hibited the merging of parallel and 
competing railway lines. 
Then pri­ 
vate life claimed him once more till 
the spring of 1877, when he was sent 
at the head of a commission by Presi­ 
dent Ilayes to investigate the claims 
of the two conflicting state govern 
ments of Louisiana. 
Since his attor­ 
ney generalship under President Gar­ 
field in 188i, Mr. MacVeagh’s life has 
been too well known to require de­ 
tailed mention.

In the short space of three years 
which she has been in this country, 
says a writer in the Washington Post, 
Masu has gained control over the En­ 
glish tongue with all its every-day 
phrases to a remarkable degree. 
She 
is so far advanced in this respect that 
she sometimes objects to the language 
used by the secretary of the legation 
and other members of the household 
because, she says, they get their words 
out of books and do not talk like other 
people. 
Those who know Masu and 
appreciate her good points predict 
that she will make one of the cleverest, 
best and most pleasing women of her 
race. She will remain in this country 
with her father until his return, a year 
from now, to Toyo-ashi-wara no-chi- 
aki-no-nago-i- ho-aki- no-nuzo- lio-kuni, 
which means “The Luxuriant Reed 
Palms; the Land of Fresh Rice Ears; 
of a Thousand Streams; of Song; of 
Five Hundred Autumns;” that is to 
say, Japan.

The mountaineer with his covered 
wagon laden with apples and cab­ 
bages wends his way to our town, 
says the Toccoa, Ga., News. 
He and 
his conveyance make a picturesque 
sight, but of this fact he is as igno­ 
rant as he is of the ways of fashion­ 
able society. 
Up among the spurs of 
the Blue Kidge, where the atmosphere 
is pure and bracing, where cool, clear 
springs burst boldly from the craggy 
hillsides and rush gleefully seaward, 
and where nature presents some of 
her 
most 
charming 
phases 
the 
mountaineer has 
built an 
unpre­ 
tentious house. 
Though perhaps not 
fully appreciative of his surround­ 
ing, s he loves tho mountain and his 
humble and peaceful mode of life. 
An ancient philosopher h£s 
said 
“ that man approaches nearest to 
perfect happiness who has fewest 
wants.” 
Measured by this rule, the 
mountaineer is quite a happy indi­ 
vidual. 
He desires no better house 
or furniture and 
no finer clothing 
than he possesses. 
His little farm 
furnishes him an abundance of corn 
for bread and for 
“mountain dew,” 
rye, 
wheat, cabbage, etc., 
"while 
chickens innumerable swarm around 
his cabin and rosy-cheeked apples 
hang in profusion from the orchard 
trees. 
He is not ambitious and he 
pines neither for wealth nor fame. 
The old-fashioned loom and spinning 
wheel are still in use in his house­ 
hold and furnish most of the cloth 
used by the family. 
He needs a little money to pay 
taxes, and for some other purposes 
occasionally. One of the easiest ways, 
frequently, for him to obtain cash is 
to convert some of his corn into a 
liquid form. 
He has no more com­ 
punctions of conscience in doing this 
than the housewife in making jam 
out of blackberries. 
When he does 
not resort to moonshining to make 
money he loads a wagon with cab­ 
bage and apples, occasionlly placing 
a jug of mountain dew or a keg of 
apple jack underneath his produce. 
He hitches Ii is slow but sure oxen to 
the wagon and starts to market,often 
twenty-five, thirty and even fifty 
miles distant. 
Time is not regarded 
as money by him, and if ho 
is 
absent from home eight or ten days 
ho cares not. 
He carries food for 
himself and his cattle and sleeps in 
the wagon, so his expense on 
the 
trip is nothing. 
When his produce 
has been disposed of he buys some 
salt, a little sugar and that is about 
all. 
if his load brings him $5 or $10 
he considers that all clear profit. 
A 
little later in the season he may bo 
expected to return with chestnuts. 
Thus for generations has lived among 
tho grandest scenery in Georgia tho 
mountaineer, in his primitive and 
simple way. 
Perhaps it was of such 
as he of whom the poet said: “ Where 
ignorance is bliss ’twere folly to be 
wise.” The mountaineer is a unique 
character, but ho doesn’t know it.

Plea in Behalf of Matthew R. Ash­ 
ton Heard This Morning. 


ELEVEN POINTS OF ERROR SUB­ 
M ITTED TO THE COURT. 


Insufficient Evidence; Non Support Of 
Evidence; Improper Evidence; In­ 
justice to the Defendant; Improper 
Remarks by the Prosecution and 
the Court's Expression of Opinion. 
Whether or not Matthew R. Ashton 
will have a new trial is still the bone 
of contention before Judge Bennett's 
court. 
Attorney E. M. Hyzer had thirty 
law books each with from one to three 
places marked by a slip of paper ar­ 
ranged before him when he opened 
his arguments for a new trial tnis 
morning. 
His grounds were summar­ 
ized as follows: 
1. That the court erred in admitting 
evidence against the objection of the 
defendant. 
2. That the court erred in excluding 
evidence offered by the defendant. 
3. That the court erred in permitting 
the district attorney to make improp 
er statements to the jury. 
4. That the court erred in interfering 
with the argument of counsel for the 
defendant to the jury. 
5. That the court erred in comment­ 
ing upon the testimony during the 
trial. 
6. That the court erred in instructing 
the jury. 
7.That the court erred in refusing to 
instruct the jury as requested by the 
defendants in writing. 
8. That certain remarks of the dis 
trict attorney to said jury were improp 
er and prejudiced to the defendant. 
9. That the verdict was not sup­ 
ported by the evidence. 
10. That the evidence is not sufficient 
to support the verdict. 
11. For the reason that justice has no 
been done the defendant in said trial 
or by reason of the various opinions 
directions and rulings of the court 
and the insufficency and lack of evi­ 
dence against the defendant. 
The document was signed by Winans 
& Hyzer, and E F. Carpenter as Ash­ 
ton’s attorneys. 
A ffidavits

Attorney Wheeler 
then 
stated that the affidavits had not been 
submitted to him, and he had received 
no notice as required by the law. 
This declaration by Mr. 
Wheeler 
was partially brought out by Mr. Hy- 
zer’s offer to submit the affidavit of C. 
G. Ferris, the witness for the defense, 
who could not be found by the sheriff. 
The affidavit, Mr. Hyzer said, showed 
w hat the defense expected to prove by 
Ferris, and gave the reason why he 
left. 
This was not admitted, but the 
judge said that he thought that he 
must rule upon the motion before him 
according to the minutes, and later if 
necessary he could hear further evi­ 
dence. 
As improperly admitted evidence,Mr. 
Hyzer referred to the crossexamination 
of E. F. Carpenter, a witness for the 
state, as proving an alleged crimina­ 
ting action of tne defendant, follow­ 
ing a line that ran through the case. 
He thought that the defendant had a 
right to the whole conversation. 
He 
quoted authority from the Mack mu - 
der case in which authority it was 
stated that the court erred inasmuch 
as the act could be admitted; the re­ 
marks could not unless they indicated 
the object of the defendant.

Hyzer cited other authorities and 
the court said that he remembered 
the case well and the rale was we11 
settled. 
There was no act of Mr. car- 
penter's proved except the reading of 
the will. 
The act of going to Carpenter’s of­ 
fice and listening to the will was an 
act of Ashton’s that was proved, Mr. 
Hyzer said.

Mr. Wheeler said that defense had 
called out the declarations outside of 
the reading of the will any one of 
which the defense claimed made the 
whole transaction competent. 
The district attorney, Mr. Hyzer 
said, had made remarks to the jury, 
rem arks that he knew were not prope. 
Ignorance 
of 
the law was not 
hie excuse. 
It was his anxiety and 
energy th at led him to overstep the 
bounds. 
Mr. Hyzer referred to the 
remarks about Mrs. Ashton’s part of 
the alleged desire and plan of the de­ 
fendant to get posession of the pro­ 
perty. 
Mr. Hyzer also referred to 
Mr. Wheeler’s remarks th at “he had 
been at the post mortem and th at 
he 
saw 
and 
knew 
th at 
w hat Dr. Palmer s a id was b o .” ■ Al­ 
though the objectionaale remarks were 


ruled out, Mr. Hyzer thought the pub­ 
lic prosecutor ought to be prevented 
from departing from the legal lines. 
Authorities on the point were also 
quoted.

Mr. Hyzer also put some stress upon 
the testimony of Orson Cox, when he 
was pressed by the district attorney on 
the point of whether or not he had 
heard the clubbing of Mr. Stone laid 
to Ashton. 
With reference to the hypothetical 
question put by the state, Mr. Hy­ 
zer said he thought the question was 
erroneous, as the question included 
non-expert facts. 
The court said that 
he could see no harm in the facts and 
referred to the Prendergast and Cough­ 
lin cases in that connection. 
Mr. Hy- 
zer's claim was that facts that an ex­ 
pert could not testify to were mixed 
with the medical facts. 
Dr. Heck- 
toen’s statement that “ he based his 
answers to the hypothetical question 
upon all the evidence,” was raised to 
show that he used facts that he could 
not testify to as a medical witness in 
formulating his answ r as an expert 


T estim on y W as C onflicting. 
At the time of asking the questions 
the testimony of witnesses on the 
point of how the body was removed 
from the cistern, which fact the ques­ 
tion assumed Qto have been proven 
was 
conflicting, Mr. 
Hyzer said, 
and therefore did not 
give 
fair 
grounds for a hypothetical question. 
Mr. Hyzer said that these were all 
the points in law that he recalled to 
mind. 
Unless the judge was sure that the 
jury’s verdict was unjust, Judge Ben 
nett said the supreme 
court held, 
he should not step over the jurys’ 
finding. 
A judge should not sentence 
a prisoner to state’s prison for life 
unless he is satisfied of the guilt of 
the defendant. 
Mr. Hyzer said that in his mind 
circumstantial evidence should be so 
conclusive that there could not be the 
slightest doubt of the guilt of the 
defendant. 
The court s reply was 
that he had po told the jury in the 
charge. 
Under the evidence the de­ 
fendant might have been guilty. 
“ I have been utterly amazed,” said 
Mr. Hyzer, “ that the jury could in the 
brief time that they considered this 
important case, fully weigh the evi­ 
dence submitted to them, and at the 
same time devote time to the other 
things that they deemed necessary.” 
With suggestions in that view Mr. 
Hyzer finished. 
District Attorney Wheeler discussed 
Mr. Hyzer’s objections in detail, con­ 
suming most of the afternoon.

The telephone company 
asked for amande mas to compel the 
street railway company to place guard 
wires over its trolley wires as required 
by an ordinance of the city of Janes­ 
ville. 
As the lines of the telephone 
company are frequently crossed by the 
wires of the railway company and the 
high tension of electricity used by the 
defendant causes a great damage to 
instruments, etc., of the telephone 
company, whenever by accident the 
wires become crossed. 
The order was 
reversed by the supreme court and the 
case remanded with directions to over­ 
rule the demurrer.

Mr. Stark was married in 1838 
to Miss 0. Plumb, also a native of 
Vermont. 
Five children were born to 
them they being Janet M., Charles W., 
and Dewitt Q , wMo are still living 
and Sarah B. and Dewitt C., both of 
whom died in 1850. 
Both sons are 
now living at Tiffany but Mrs. Stark 
bas preceeded her husband to the 
other shore. 
Mr. Stark was in the 
legislature in the year of 185S, 1867, 
and 1878 and for seven years was 
chairman of the board of supervisors 
In politics Mr. Stark was a staunch 
republican. 
He died at the borne of 
his sister, in Huntley’s Grove, Illinois. 
He and bis daughter,Miss J. M. Stark, 
left their home in Tiffany yesterday 
morning for the purpose of visiting 
his sister at Huntley, who is eighty- 
six years old. 
Soon after leaving Tif­ 
fany Mr. Stark was taken seriously ill, 
and expired soon after reaching the 
home of his sister.

A fter careful research and 
practical investigation he has found 
th a t this alm ost barren rock off the 
coast of Brazil is capable of supporting 
a good sized population and of becom­ 
ing a by no m eans unim portant factor 
in the commerce of the world. 
He proposes to take this sm all island 
in th e South A tlantic, and not only to 
people it, b u t to then form a small, 
b u t ideal kingdom , w hich is to be gov­ 
erned by a m ilitary dictatorship. 
Every one who know s Baron Jam es 
H arden-H ickey know s th a t he is a m an 
o f picturesque schemes and b rilliant 
ideas* 
T his contem plation of hif is 
perhaps the crow ning effort of his 
life. 
I t is certainly a task of no mean 
proportions, and one w hich only a 
daring spirit could en ter into. 
* 
By the w ay, the careless s t u d e n t s 
geography should not confound Baron 
H arden-H ickey's island of T rinidad 
w ith th e Trinidad over w hich floats 
th e B ritish flag, near the m outh of the 
Orinoco. 
T he la tte r is a good sized island on 
^riiich a good many people live a t the 
present moment, w ith a w ell estab- 
L g&ied trade and a provincial govern 
ISbnt. 
Baron H arden-H ickey’s island, how ­ 
ever, is quite a different thing; it is a t 
th e present tim e alm ost uninhabited 
and has been for nearly a hundred 
years. 
Probably only m ariners know 
its ex act location. 
* In a conversation concerning this 
island the Baron said: 
“The island of T rinidad lies in la ti­ 
tude 20 degrees 30 m inutes south and 
l o n g i t u d e 29 de 
grees 22 
m inutes 
west, d istant about 
700 miles from the 
coast of Brazil. 
“ H ailey in 1700, 
. v' Amaro 
Delano in 
1803 and C o m m o - 
dore Owen in 1829 
visited th e island, 
and it is from their 
accounts th a t m ost 
b. iiardeN -hickEY. of the inform ation 


concerning it has been gathered. 
Of 
late years, however, it has been more 
frequently visited. 
M ariners avoid its 
coral reefs and sea-w orn crags, b u t 
the hom eward bound sailing vessels 
from around Cape Horn generally sight 
T rinidad to correct • the rate o f their 
chronom eters, and as m any as five or 
six pass it daily. 
The landing is often difficult on ac­ 
count of the surf w hich perpetually 
breaks on the ironbound coast, the 
great rollers dashing on the beach 
w ith a trem endous roar for days to­ 
gether. 
The surf is often incredibly 
great, and has been seen to break over 
a bluff which is tw o hundred feet high. 
However, by biding one’s tim e there 
are days w hen landing can be ac­ 
complished 
w ithout 
any 
difficulty 
whatever. 
On th e sum m it of the island there 
floats alm ost constantly, even on the 
clearest day, a w reath of dense vapor, 
assum ing ever and anon the m ost 
strange shapes a t the fancy of the 
winds issuing from the crags. 
Above 
this diadem of vaporous clouds tow er 
lofty spires of black rock. The highest 
peak is about three thousand feet 
above the level of the sea. 
The 
scenery is very savage and 
grand, and its effect is heightened by 
the roaring of th e surf on the beach 
and its echoes in the ravines, as well 
as by the shrill cries of thousands of 
sea birds. 
The m ountain sides are barren, save 
in spots w here a coarse grass grow s 
sparsely, b u t a t the head of the ravines 
are 
downs beautifully green, 
with 
dense groves of fern trees. 
T he island is rath e r more th a n five 
miles long. 
T rinidad is perhaps the 
principal breeding place for sea birds in 
the South A tlantic. M ultitudes of man- 
of-war birds, g an n ets,boobies, corm or­ 
ants and petrels g ather there in enor­ 
mous quantities; the deposit of guano 
is consequently great. 
T here are traces of abundant ex­ 
tin ct vegetation. 
The m ountain slopes 
are thickly covered w ith dead trees 
strew n as closely together as it is pos­ 
sible for trees to grow. 
A t one tim e 


longs to the family of Myrtacae and 
possibly to the species Eugenia. 
The sum m it of the plateau is covered 
w ith beautiful fern trees, and com^ 
m ands a m agnificent view over both 
sides of the island. 
The m ountains of 
the w eather or easterly side of the 
island are more precipitous th an on the 
lee or w esterly side, b u t they have the 
advantage of not running sheer into 
the sea, for a t th eir base extend great 
green slopes continued by broad, sandy 
beaches. 
The plateau is covered w ith a lux­ 
u rian t vegetation. 
In addition to the 
tree ferns already m entioned there are 
large bushels of acacia, a ta ll thorny 
p lant w ith flowers like those of scarlet 
runners and bearing large beans, flow­ 
ering grasses and many other plants. 
The fern trees are from twelve to 
eighteen feet high. 
T here used to be 
herds of goats and pigs on the island, 
but none seem to be there now. 
Baron H arden-H ickey does not pro­ 
pose to take a large num ber of colon­ 
ists "/itll him on his first expedition to 
his principality. 
He will have a few 
picked men to m aintain order and em ­ 
ploy W est Indiam en or negroes to do 
the heavy work, as w hite m en would 
suffer from the tropical heat were they 
exposed to much hardship. 
The form of governm ent to be estab­ 
lished in T rinidad w ill be a princi­ 
pality and w ill be conducted on the 
plan of a m ilitary dictatorship. 
Any 
insubordination or crim e w ill be pun­ 
ished by im m ediate banishm ent from 
the island.
